powdered nitre with your fait, eitlicr or all 
thofe ways you may ufe it, and it will give, 
the ciieeic a commendable colour, and an 
agreeable tiide.-——I think cheefe, well 
made, in wh r;h nitre or falt-pe'tre is ufed, 
cannot be diftinguiflied from EngliOi chcele, 
after it has age ; a quarter of a pound of 
falt-petre is luiHcient for a large dairy the 
fcafon.

was the cafe in my family frveral years 
after we had a dairy.— — Confidering that 
nitre is a great a n tilep tic, I direfted Tome 
to be ufcd with the fait in feafoning the 
Cheefes, and agreeable to our willies it had 
the defirtd eflcdt ; for two years paft, finer 
we ufed it, we have not had any cheefe hurt 
with maggots ; a fmall quantity o f nitre is 
fufficient to put into your pickle that you 
fait your cheefe in, you may fcatter it on 
with the fait, and if you fait the curd, mix 
powdered nitre with your fait, either or all 
thofe ways you may ufe it, and it will give 
the cheefe a commendable colour, and an 
agreeable take.— — I think cheefe, well 
made, in wh ch nitre or fa It-pet re is ufed, 
cannot he diftinguiftied from Englifh cheefe, 
after it has age ; a quarter of a pound of 
falt-petre is fufficient for a large dairy the 
feafon. 
I have been told, finer I difcover- 
«d this method of faying cheefe, that Tome 
particular people knew it, which they kept 
a frcret, for their o *n benefit :— As a
